Bui 
his latest offense is in overreaching the 
aotncrity conft'ed to him in under- 
taking to veto an action of the Legisla 
ture looking to a constitutional amend- 
ment in the registration t<;ws and in 
cutting down the school apportionment 


Nothing but the dire necessities of the 


Quiv machine could have driven Gover 
nor Stone to such wanton aud perverse 
twisting ot the Constitution to m.ichiue 
purposes, says the Pkila. Scc^nl. Bui 
for the precarious position of ths ma 
chine be would have summoned the 
.Legislature in extra session to provide 
more revenue. Instead of this, he has 
preferred, in a stiange perveiaion of the 
veto p.iwer, to hew and hack not merely 
the limbs of au appropriation bill but the 
bod? itself. But an t xtra session would 
have involved the election of a Senator 
of the United States in place of the man 
w'u> holds Governor Stone's bogus brief 
o" appointment.

Aiitl-Qiiay Mon Talk ol JTorping mi E 


hestiou of the Legislature, 


A Philadelphia dispatch 
of May 21 


says: The failure of the last legislature t 
elect a United States Senator to succee 
M. S. Quay, and the subsequent appoio 
ment of Mr. Quay oy Governor Stone t 
fill the vacancy, may result in actio 
through the courts to compel the Governo 
to call an extra session of the Legislature 


It was learned from an anti-Quay sourc 


(hat there is a movement on foot to tes 
the right of Governor Stone to make Mr 
Quay Senator for two years by asking fo 
a mandamus to compel him to call au es 
tra session of the Legislature within eixt 
days of the adjournment of tha Senate an 
House on April 20. 
It was staled, hpv, 


ever, that for an obvious reason the cam» 
o! the men back of the movement woul 
not be made public at present because th 
Governor, under the constitution, has six 
ty dayi after April 20 within which to ca 
an extra session. 


"The Governor may call an extra session 


before the expiration of the sixty days,' 
said a prominent lawer yesterday, "a 
though I think he had no intention of dc 
ing so when he appointed Quay or whe 
he attempted to make a cut of $1,000,OOC 
in the public school appropriation.

Quay's successor.

COUN IX OKY PERIODS. 


1MPOUTAKCE OP ItETATXlNG 
MOIS- 


r. AT THI« SEASON. 


The lack of rain in May is more severe- 


ly felt than at any period, as it is then 
that the seeds for the various crops are 
Daini; planted. The rainfall cannot be 
anticipated, the farmer being in a state 
of uncertainty until raia comes. 
It is 


useless to put seed in the dry ground, to 
be followed by 3 prolonged dry spell, as 
it maj^jever germinate, while the delay 
in planting may throw the work over in- 
to June, only to be met by another dry 
period, the season for growing tha var- 
ious crops being shortened m proportion 
to the days lost in May. 


There is .a limited period for growing 


corn, as it may be overtaken by frost in 
October, or even as early as September, 
and no farmer feels that his crop is safe 
from fall frosts until it is cut down in 
the fields and ready for storage. 
To 


plant corn in June is not too late, but 
there may be more cry weather and de- 
lay in growth, a good rain now being 
worth many dollars to the farmer. 
An 


early start is desirable, although corn 
will make rapid growth if favored with 
warm nights during the summer; but 
there must be plenty of moisiure or the 
yield will be short. 


The remedy is to take care of the mois- 


ture in the soil. 
There is such a thing 


as holding on to what is already in pos- 
session and preventing its escape, and it 
is important to apply al! the labor neces- 
sary for the accomplishment o£ that ob- 
ject rather than lose the crop, as it is bet- 
ter to incur a little more expense than 
sacrifice the labor already performed in 
the fields. If the land is ready it should 
be kept smooth and loose with the bar- 
row or weeder until the seed is in the 
ground. Weeds will start, as some kinds 
seem to thrive in dry weatber, and the 
harrowing will destroy them in advance 
of planting. 
No doubt some farmers 


have everything ready for the seed, but 
if the ground is hard on the surface there 
will be a loss of moisture. One of the 
greatest sources of loss of moisture is 
through the weeds. Wherever they ex 
istthey take water from the soil and 
evaporate it. 
It is customary to wait 


until the corn is put in and desfoy the 
weeds at the same time— after the Qrst 
rain that falls— but the weeds are not so 
easily killed then aa when the ground is 
dry, while every day that they remain 
means a loss of moisiure and plant food. 
After the corn is planted it should be 
cultivated in a manner to have the sur- 
face always loose, uoi, a weed to ba al- 
lowed, and there should be no "laying 
by" * tue crop as long as grass and 
weeds can be seen iu the rows. 
It is 


better to give more room between the 
ro"s,soas to cultivate late in the season, 
than lo be crowded out by having the 
rows too close to allow the horse hoe a 
a time when weeds and grass get ahead 


No farmer should depend on a partic- 


ular crop. As soon as the oppoitunity is 
gone of securing a yield of the prefeired 
crop take np a later one. 
It ia not dif- 


ficult to secure a crop of millet or buck' 
wheat after ihe season is late for corn 
and it is never too late to grow a green 
crop for the land, 
Jjiite potatoes and 


cabbage may be planted lute, and as tur- 
nips need not ba planted until July (or 
even in August), there ate crops that can 
compensate for the corn. One point in 
favor of corn, however, is that It is al- 
most sure to produce totlder if not giain 
as the fodder may be cut to nuy stage ot 
growth, and if the hay ciop should b*1 
short the fodder will be valuable. 
13ut 


there is too much dependence on corn 
Some farmers omit otbot valuable crops. 
making corn their specialty, and if the 
corn ciop fails they are conipellad to ze- 
duce their stock. 
They should grow 


more root crops, and not omit other 
grains. Jlungaiian grass and millet arc 
quiek-growicg crops, and will provide 
against loss should there be a shortage 
in grass. 
It may be that the summer 


will be very warm, and the lama frequfnt 
aud if so there will be an abundance ; 
but the farmer will make no mistake by 
preventing weeds trom robbing him of 
soil moisture, and any stirring of the 
ground while waiting for an opportunity 
to piant will be so much saved, and will 
also be of advantage, whether rains are 
frequent or the season dry. — J'/iiia,, 7i'c-

FARMING. 


A KEASOKARUE AND SKSSIBtK VIEW 


TO TAKE OF THE BUSINESS. 


Whether farming pays or not depends 


on tbe man and not on the pi HOB where 
he lives. In every part of the country 
there are well-to-do farmers who com- 
menced with nothing but their bands, 
brains and health. 
Everywhere 
are 


men who have had the same opportuni- 
ties but have made nothing. A few 
men can carry on every branch of farm- 
ing and make it pay, while others can 
not; it seems to be beyond their ability 
to do so. Still suet fanners may make 
a success of one branch of farming, such 
as cotton, hogs, sheep, cowa or grass or 
perhaps of two things that they like. 
!N"o man can make a success of anything 
unless he likes it well enough to put his 
whole mind and heart into it with a 
feeling of delightful satisfaction. 
To 


work at a business because we must, 
usually results 
in complete failure. 


While some men are so constituted that 
they are not-satislled with any amount 
of income from the farm, others, like 
myself, are happy and think farming 
pays nicely if at the end of the year they 
have something left over more or less, 
and are completely out of debt. If some 
years we make nothing, but run a little 
behind, we are not disturbed, because 
we know this is not the usual order. 
The best farmers of my boyhood days 
Lave told roe they were making farming 
pay if, taking one year with another, 
they gained $100 or even S25, These old 
men were contented if their families aud 
all under their care were comfortable, 
even though their incomes were small. 
Now and then a man makes a large farm 
pay well, but their capacity for business 
is as large as the farm. Taking men as 
we find them the number are few who 
have talent sufficient to carry on a large 
buiiness of any kind especially farming. 
A great many can do wonders on a small 
scale, but when they change their busi- 
ness it is a failure. I have known meu 
to be doing splendidly on a small farm, 
then buy more land and loae the whole. 
It is the rule that all a man knows must 
be learned by experience and mostly 
iailures. The most contented families of 
my acquaintance aie tlioae living on 
small farms, out of debt and with some 
thing laid by for old age.—A writer in 
the Pi'aiiie Z''afmer. 


HINTS ON BUTTER- MAKING. 


The ability to make good butter is 


worth money to the farmer's wife in 
these days when so much o£ an inferior 
quality is thrust upon the 
market. 


Every part of the work requires care 
and cleanliness, from the time tbe milk- 
ing is done in the barnyard to the mo- 
ment when thegolden rolls are delivered 
to the city customers. TJae only the 
best quality of table salt, the amount re- 
cjuiied usually being one ounce to a 
pound of butter. Work it just enough 
to take out every particle of buttermilk, 
and keep it in a cool place to insure its 
keeping perfectly fresh. 


A great deal depends upon the care of 


the crocks, cans or pans in which the 
milk is kept. They should be washed aa 
soon as possible after being used, and 
kept clean t»nd free from rust. Rinse 
flrst with cold water, then wash" thor- 
oughly inside and outside with hot 
water, in which enough pearliue has 
been dissolved to make a good suds. 


Give particular attention to the seams 


if you use cans. Finish by rinsing with 
scakliug water, wipe dry, then set them 
right side up in the fresh air and sun- 
shine and they will be clean and sweet. 
It is an error to turn them upside down 
on a table, or hang them in that position 
on a stake, for hot air or steam rises and 
has no way of escape, consequently con- 
denses in the cans and causes them to 
sour. A great deal of milk is tainted in 
this way. A rusty can should never be 
used, as it imparts a foreign flavor to the 
milk. 


If you have a running spring of clear, 


cold water have a little house built over 
it, and set your milk cans in the water. 
It is an ideal place for a dairy, arid it 
will cost veiy little to build tha spring 
bouse. 


A Horse's Age. 


Changes i» the Teeth as Uio Aiiinml 


Grows Older. 


To distinguish merely between the 


young horse and the old, it is only nec- 
essary to remember a few salient facts. 


The flrst is the milk teeth are present 


in the horse's mouth until he is between 
four and five years old. The second fact 
ia that the "mark," or dark central de- 
pression on the surface of tbe incisors 
becomes gradually worn, and in a horse 
over eight yarn old has nearly always 
disappeared from the teeth of the lower 
jaw. 
The third fact is that the shape of 


the tooth alters as the auimalgrows old- 
er. At flrst the surface of the tooth is 
much wider from side to side than it is 
from front to back. As the horse grows 
older the surface becomes progressively 
narrower from side tj side and thus in- 
stead of remaining always oblong, it be- 
(iomes triangular and then -in very old 
animals flattened from side to side. 
In 


young horses, then, we judge the age by 
observing which of the milk teeth are 
present and which have been replaced by 
permanent ones. To ditingnish between 
milk teeth and the permanent remember 
that the milfe teeth' are smaller, whiter 
and have a distinct neck. Until a colt is 
over two years old his teeth are all milk 
teeth and tbe age is estimated from the 
amount of wear shown on the crowns of 
the teeth. Between two and three years 
theuist of the permanent teeth make 
their appearance, and push out the mid- 
dle two teeth in both upper and lower 
iaws. A horse is said to be three years 
old when these central permanent incis- 
ors are fully in wear. 
During the next 


summer the second pair of permanent 
teeth appear, and when they are fully 
grown and .in wear the horse is four 
years old. Betweeu four and live years 
the last pair make their appearance, aud 
now the horse has what is called a full 
mouth. So far both mares aud horses 
ire alike, but at or near Qve years old 
the canines or "tushes" appear ia male 
sex only. Up to the end of this period 
the determination of tbe age is a compar- 
atively easy matter and anyone who is 
at all observant can readily give tbe age 
of horses by looking at their teeth. 
Af- 


ter a full mouth is attained it is a more 
difficult matter and the difficulty of ac- 
curately telling the age of old torses is 
greater in pioporiiou to their age. 
So 


much is this the case that it is popularly 
supposed that it is impossible to tell tbe 
age of horses atter they are eight years 
old. 
This may be true to u great extent 


among tbe untrained or inexperienced, 
but to an expert it is not difficult to tell 
the agtt up to fifteen years with a fair de- 
gree of accuracy and after that age to 
approximate it within a couple of years 
To do this successfully requires much 
experience and a careful inspection of all 
the visible indications of age. 
To rely 


upon only, such at the "mark," is to 
court defeat. All should be observed— 
Che mask, the shape of the-teeth, tbeir 
length and the angle at which they meet 
those of the other jaw.—Coble.

THE PESTS OF SPRINGTIME. 


HOW TO EXTERniNATETHE DESTRUCTIVE 


AND ELUSIVE nOTH. 


Nothing is more trying among tbe 


smallei ills of life than to have clothing 
and fura and carpets eaten by moths. 
Very often articles are not put away soon 
enough in the spring; the eggs are al- 
ready laid in the stuffs before they are 
packed, and batch iu the profound dark- 
ness in which they revel. 


There is a general impression that 


camphor or pepp«r or moth (mils keep 
away molbs, but it is not so. 
They do 


not in the least object to odors, and why 
such stuff is used at all is really a mys- 
tery. 
Buffalo bugs seem to thrive on 


camphor, and to flad especially congenial 
quarters in cedar shelves or closets or 
trunks. 


Every articlesbould be carefully brush- 


ed—all the pockets turned inside out. 
brushed, and then turned smoothly back 
again, and every spot of every description 
carefully cleansed—[or moths always 
seize upon a spot of any sort as a partio 
ularly choice morsel. 
Eicli garment 


should be folded separately and very 
smoothly and wrapped in old linen or 
cotton sheets, or parts of them. 


Newspaper is an excellent thing to fold 


tbiugs in, as for some reason moths par- 
ticularly object to it. 
The chests that 


things are to be packed away in should 
be wiped out perfectly cltan with a wet 
cloth, so that not a particle ol dust Iiu 
gers. It is well to spread a larpre old 
sheet over the' open trunk and push it 
down, leaving the surplus outside, auc 
then to told that over when the trunk is 
packed, for even one moth miller, if it 
slips in, may undo all your work and 
care. 
Never leave a truuk open a mo- 


ment, after it has beeu wiped out, before 
packing it. 


Very valuable furs should be examin- 


ed and beaten every two or three weeks 
at the outside^ It IB a great deal of trou- 
ble and a great deal ot cure to do all this 
but people must pay tor tine possessions 
and must so regard the care. 
Never 


trust to a cedar closet for keeping valua- 
ble woolens or furs. 


The very bast sort of chest lo pack 


clothing away m is a good, solid che>it of 
(rood sizo and heavy, well fitted as to 
joints and cover, that any good carpeu- 
ter can make, and if given acoatot shel- 
lac or vainish outside, it will m time be 
very haudsome. Old paper-lined trunks 
should never be used, tor under the pa- 
per tbe moths are more than likely to 
have deposited their eggs. 
Carpets that 


are nailed down close to tbe base- 
board are often eatea there—even when 
the room is open aud most carefully 
swept. The only way to prevent it is to 
saturate the carpet once a week m spring 
and summer witb a little turpeutine ou 
the places where the moth have eaten or 
are likely to eat. 
The turpentine wil 


not iujure the most delicate colors, and 
is tbe best preservative from 
moths 


known,
